Gen. Klein has called on 
Dodd repeatedly as an errand 
boy. Last year, for example, 
he asked Dodd to stir up trou- 
ble at the Justice Department 
for a competitor. 


Klein-Dodd Plot 

*T am enclosing,’* Klein 
wrote to Dodd, Feb. 12, 1065, 
“a photostatic copy of the 
Registration Statement filed 
by a disgruntled competitor, 
Edwin Hartrlch of Duessel- 
dorf, Germany. 


‘I wonder if you have now 
written to the Department of 
Justice inquiring why Hart- 
rich was permitted to act as 
a foreign agent without regis- 
tering until finally forced to 
do so in December, and 
whether any disciplinary ac- 
tion has been taken against 
him. 

*'I think this move would do 
a lot to clear up the matter, 
and you were good enough to 
tell me that you would do it'* 

Dodd Touts Klein 

In 1961 and again in 1964, 
Dodd touted Klein for mem- 
bership on the American Bat- 
tle Monuments Commission. 
But each time the honor went 
to another. 

Having missed the opportu- 
nity to serve his country in 
the matter of battle mon- 
uments, Klein sought an ap- 
pointment in 1962 to the U.S. 
Advisory Commission on In- 
formation. 

“I am sure you will want to 
add your endorsement,” he 
wrote to Dodd on July 14. 
‘‘But what is more Important, 
couldn’t you take this up per- 
sonally with President Kenne- 
dy and with Lyndon Johnson 
so that we do not lose this 
opportunity by default, as 
happraed last time?” 

When this appointment, too, 
p£^sed him by, he wrote bit- 
terly to Dodd: “You know, 
Tom, friendohip Is a two^ay 
street, I don’t blame you for 
what happened, but what I am 


more disappointed in is that I 
didn’t hear from you at all, 
either way.” 

Dodd replied testily: “I did 
,what I said I would do, but I 
am sure you will understand 
that I cannot guarantee any 
performance.” 

Still sulking, Klein wrote 
back: "Tom, I never expected 
you to guarantee any perform- 
ance . . . Anyhow, this is 
water over the dam.” 

Klein’s Military Record 

Even more important than 
battle monuments to Julius 
Klein was his military stand- 
ing. He insists upon being ad 
dressed as "General,” his rank 
in the Illinois National Guard 
and he is proud of his World 
War II record as commander 
of the 23d Quartermaster 
Truck ReglmenL 
But there was a blot, It de- 
veloped, on liis military 
career.. As a young man, he 
had fibbed about his age. His 
Army file gave his birth date 
as Sept. 5, 1895 — six years ear- 
lier than the true date. 

This small untruth was al- 
lowed to stand until t^e Army 
sought to retire him from the 
reserves for being overage. 
Klein hastily requested that 
the record be corrected to 
show his birth date as Sept. 5, 
1901. 

He was shattered when the 


Army made the correction but 
accompanied it with a letter 
of reprimand. Dutifully, Dodd 
intervened for him at the Pen- 
tagon, and the tarnish was re- 
moved from Klein's brass 

Dodd’s Secret Letter 

Far more shattering, howevr,, 
er, was the Senate investiga- 
tion in 1963-64 of Klein’s acUv-® 
ities as a foreign agent. When^ 
his industrial clients began 
canceling their contracts,’^ 
Klein not only nt^ed over to'" 
West Germany but sent for 
Dodd to come help him im-’^ 
press the clients. 

Dodd readily agreed, but he 
had one misgiving. '4^ 

"I have been thinking about* 
this,” he wrote to Klein ini’ 
Germany on Feb. 14, 1964; ‘ 
"and I believe that I might be" 
more wccessful with the '4 
people in Germany if I talk ta . 
them alone. I don’t think it Is 
at all necessary for you to ae- ^ 
company me, and there is .at*, 
chance that it might be misun-;/- 
derstood. _ • nz 

"You know how anxious il 
am to help you, and it is 
this reason that I want 
present your case in the be^.t 
possible light.” 

Later Dodd made a remark- 
able mission to Germany on,- 
behslf of a registered foreign^, 
agent
